Dr. W. A. Evans, Medical 
Editor of the Chicago 
Tribune, Says that Tem- 
perance is a Health

Heading his article "Alcohol Versus 
Health," Dr. W. A. Evans, in the 
Chicago Tribune of August 1st. says: 

"No health authority anywhere 
advocates the use of alcohol as a 
medicine, food, or beverage. Until 
a few years ago health departments 
were silent on the subject. At the 
present time a considerable minority 
of the health departments are actively 
campairning against drinking. Among 
this minority are some of the best in 
the country." 

The contents of the May Bulletin 
of the New York City Health De- 
partment in opposition to the bever 
age use of alcohol, Dr. Evans de 
clares, "proves that it is bad from 
every standpoint." He cites the re- 
search work of insurance men as 
proof trtat "moderate" drinking has 
a distinctly bad effect upon life ex- 
pectation.

Several trainmen were injured, one 
probably serious; four cars were de 
molished and many passengers were 
slightly bruised and shaken when L 
& N. southbound train, No. 53, due 
in Earlington at 4:30 a. m., left the 
rails at Slaughters early Wednesday 
nnrning and plunged into the em- 
bankment. The accident was caused 
by a broken guard on a switch just 
north of the station. 

The locomotive, after leaving the 
track, plowed along the track tor a 
distance of about 200 feet, tearing 
down several telephone poles and 
plunging into the concrete walk and 
turning over. The next car to the 
engine, a supply through mail coach, 
telescoped into the rear of the engine 
crosswise, while ilie second car jump- 
ed over the car and engine and piled 
up about 200 feet in front. Four mail 
clerks were in the car that jumped 
anu it is a miracle their lives were 
saved. The next two cars, an ex- 
press and a baggage car, crashed into 
the first mail car and engine and were 
partially destroyed. 

The most seriously injured train- 
man was-Fireman Chas Barnett. of 
Nashville, who was severely scalded 
and suffered internal injuries. It is 
thought Barnett will die. The others 
injured were: Engineer Riordan, Bag- 
gageman James Warren, Mall Clerk 
Waldman, Loster, Aldmon and Lee 
Harris, the last named living in Mad- 
isonville. Of the latter, Warren suf- 
fered the most with a broken leg. 
Arthur Hargrove negro of Madison- 
ville, a driver for John Long's Bak- 
ery, was injured as was Oscar Reed, 
negro, both passengers. 

The negro passenger coach lett the 
track and bruised several occupants, 
the white passenger coach directly 
behind, also left the track. Only 
slight jars were experienced by the 
occupants of the latter coach. Engin- 
eer Riordan was at first thought kill 
ed, but was found on top of the en- 
gine where he had crawled through 
after the accident. Barnett, the fire- 
man, was pinioned under the engine 
for at least half an hour before being 
released. 

Lee Harris, of Madisonville, suf- 
fered a badly bruised leg and other 
injuries and returned to his home im- 
mediately after the accident in an 
automobile The other badly in- 
jured persons were taken to the hospi 
tal ig Evaniville. 

Two wreckers, one from this city, 
the other from Howell, arrived on the 
scene about six o'clock. The only two 
trains delayed were the Dixie Flyer, 
No 05 and No. 92. No, 96 arrived in 
the city about 12 o'clock, carrying 
part of 63 's sleepers. 

Dr. Frank Bassett, former presi- 
dent of the Kitty League, was a pas- 
senger on the train and assisted in 
the rescue work. E. L. Wise, train- 
master, arrived on the scene early 
and stated that in his 31 years' ex- 
perience with the L. & N. Railroad 
on this division no passenger had ev 
er been killed. This is quite 1 ' 
markable record,

New York, Aug. 9 — The 
threatened strike of 400,000 
railroad workers was avert- 
ed today when the represen- 
tatives of the Trainmen's 
Brotherhoods agreed to ac- 
cept the proffer of arbitra- 
tion of the federal board of 
mediation. 



New York, Aug. 9.— Whether the 
threatened strike of 400,000 railway 
employes thruout the United States 
would be averted through mediation 
of the federal board of mediation and 
conciliation depended today upon 
whether the railroad brotherhoods* 
were willing to accept the services of 
that body. 

The national conference of railroad 
managers today rejected the men's 
demands and proposed that they be 
mediated by the federal tribunal. The.

FOR PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT 



Membert of United States Chamber of 
Commercs Vote Overwhelmingly In 
Favor of Lotting Interstate Commerce 
Commiaaion Adjust Controvert,. 

Wnshlncton.— In order to oarvr'nlti 
the position of the business meu of 
tho nation M the controversy bet neon 
the rnllmniln of tlio conntry and the 
unions of train service employe*, which 
was pnv-lpltnted by the oaWJawJ of the 
latter for nn iMrtaMa hi WlflM that 
would amount to $100,000,000 a year, 
the I'nlted Strifes Chamber of Com- 
merce recently submitted the Hint- 
ter to n vote of all Its members. They 
were asked to express their opinion as 
to whether tho dispute should be al- 
lowed to take Its course with the pos- 
sibility of a grent strike that would 
tie up all the tranaimrtatlon lines 
throughout the country and paralyze 
all business, or whether they would 
favor the adoption to a Jolut resolu- 
tion by the two branches of congress 
directing the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to Investigate nnd pass 
upon the mntter. 

The vote received was a very large 
otie and represented business organ- 
isations In every part of the coun- 
try. The result was overwhelmingly 
hi favor of placing the matter In the 
bands of tbe Interstate Commerce 
Commission. I'M", votes 1>elug cast In 
favor of this course and only 28*4 
against It The result showed clearly 
that tbe business Interests of tbe 
country are unalterably against per- 
mitting the transportation lines to be 
tied up by a national railroad strike 
that would paralyze the commerce of 
the country and Inflict enormous losses 
on all classes of cltliens. 

Chairman Wheeler of the Commit- 
tee In charge of the matter for 
the ChamlH?r of Commerce appear- 
ed before the representatives of the 
railroads and their employes at their 
conference In New York In June. lie 
announced the result of tho Com- 
mittee's Inquiry among tbe business 
men of the conntry nnd urged both 
parties to tho dispute to get together 
nnd adopt the course suggested. As a 
result the committee of managers rep- 
resenting tbe railroads submitted a 
proposal that tho whole subject bo 
placed before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission as requested by the repre- 
sentatives of tbe business Interests. 
As an alternative they offered to sub- 
mit the demands to arbitration under 
the Federal law. Both offers were 
refused by the union leaders, who an- 
nounced that they would go back to 
their unions and get authority to de- 
clare a strike. This they have since 
been doing. 

Meanwhile a resolution has been In- 
troduced in Congress directing the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to 
make an investigation of railroad 
wages. This resolution Is now await- 
ing action. It Is believed here that If 
nothing further Is done by Congress or 
by the parties to tbe wage dispute to 
bring about a peaceful settlement the 
business Interests of the country, 
through the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, or some other organiza- 
tion, will appeal to the Government 
to take some direct and decisive action 
to prevent the destruction of national 
prosperity by a strlko on all tho rail 
rond lines. 



DEMANDS 0FJ1.JR. TRAINMEN. 

Wag* Increase of $100,000,000 a Year 
Would Have to Be Borne by Public. 

The train service employes of all 
railroad lines In tbe United States hare 
united in a demand for a new basis of 
pay for all men engaged in operating 
trains, except those In passenger serv- 
ice. At the present time they are paid 
on the basis of ten hours of time or 
100, miles of distance, whichever gives 
them the higher pay; and every man 
receives u full day'a pay. no matter 
how short a time he works. 

The trainmen now demand that. In 
all but passenger service, (1) the pres- 
ent ten hours pay shall l>e given for 
eight hours, or less, with a guarantee 
of a full day's pay. no matter bow llt- 

il rtlce Is performed: C-'i overtime 

to begin after eight hours, Instead of 
ufter ten hours, and to be paid for at 
one and one half times the hourly rate. 

These UoiiimikIm would tii'-rcusc the 
hourly rate of pay 8JB per rent, uml the 
overtime rule H'Vj per cent. 

They also insist that nil special extra 
pay provisions in the 10-hour schedules 
shall be Included in tbe proposed 
8-hour schedule. 

These special rules frequently give 
double pay for tbe same service, and 
enable the employes to earn two and 
three days' pay In a single day of 
ordinary working hours. 

As the iiicrense for all the lines Is es- 
timated to amount to fl00.000.000 a 
ycr the railroad* say that they cannot 
pay It unless tbey are allowed to In- 
crease freh-bt aud passenger rates. 

Tbe average wage* of tbe men en- 
gaged in train service are already vary 
much higher than those of other em- 
ployees *ud tbey receive 28 par cent of 
the) total payroll although constituting 
only 18 per cent of the whole 
of railroad worker*.

Sew Yor!:.-What Is probably the 
most elaborate study of wages ever 
made In tiny Industry has Just been 
completed by the National Conference 
Committee of tbe railways. 

For six months railway accountants 
throughout the country have been en- 
gaged In collecting the payroll BSCOBw) 
to show the actual wage payments to 
every Individual employe among the 
30lU»»i engineers, conductors, firemen 
and lii'nki'i.ien now voting on a na- 
tional strike 1'or a new wngo scale. 

That these employes are one of the 
highest paid groups of workers In any 
Industry Is dtsclosed by the summary 
made public today by tbe railroad 
managers.

The railroads hnve considered every 
man whose name appears on the Janu- 
ary and December payrolls as an em- 
ploye for a year, no matter how little 
service he informed In the other ten 
months. It Is pointed out by the man- 
agers that these averages are, in con- 
sequence, an understatement of tbe 
earning power of these employe*. 
An Appeal to the Publio. 

The National Conference Committee. 
In making these wage figures public, 
say a: 

"Do you believe In arbitration or 
in. lus trial warfare? 

"Tbe train employes on all the 
railroad* are voting whether they 
will give their leaders authority 
to tie up tbe commerce of the coun- 
try to enforce their demand* for a 
$100,000,000 wage increase. 

"The railroads are In the public 
service— your service. This army 
of employee* Is In the public service 
—your service. 

"You pay for rail trans[>ortstlon 
$3,000,000,000 a year, nnd 44 cents 
out of every dollar from yon goes 
to the employes. 

"A $100,000,000 wage Increase for 
men In freight and yard service 
(less than one fifth of all employes) 
is equal to a 5 per cent advance In 
all freight rates. 

"The managers of the railroads, 
as trustees for the public, have no 
right to place this burden on the 
cost of transportation to you with- 
out a clear mandate from a public 
tribunal speaking for you. 

"The railroads have proposed the 
settlement of this controversy either 
under the existing national arbitra- 
tion law. or by reference to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
This offer has been refused by the 
employes' representatives. 

"Shall a nation wide strike or an 
Investigation under the government 
determine this Issue?" 



TRAINMEN'S HIGH WAGES. 

When I note from tbe rejiorts 
mnile to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission that these 
men receive average yearly 
wage* 50 |>er cent higher than 
those of nil other rullwuy em- 
ployes, and practically double 
those of the average American 
wage-worker, it occurs to me 
that tbey at least have less 
cause for complaint than most 
other*. When I consider that 
the average locomotive engineer 
has on income of over $2,000 
a year, and that most of tbe 
engineers who have been long 
in service make from $2,000 
to $3,000 a year, and when I 
compare then* hour*, labor and 
responsibilities with those of 
the average small merchant, 
fanner or doctor, whose income 
Is far lea*. It seams that In all 
fairness thsy an well paid.—

LONG HOURSJ RARITY. 

Only Once In Five Yeart Doet Average 
Trainman Exceed Legal Limit. 

That loug boura lu train service haTe 
been reduced to a minimum la abown 
by a rep.. it issued by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Only one em 
ploye In five on the average last year 
waa compelled to remain on duty more 
than sixteen hours during any one day 
in the whole year. Stated In another 
way, the chance of an cnglnemnn or 
traluniuu remaining on duty beyond 
this prescribed limit was reduced to 
once In five years. 

The total number of cuaea of exceas 
service from all causes reported to the 
commission was only 01,247 during tho 
year ending June SO, 1015, as com- 
pared with lo7.439 In 1014 and 270.827 
In 1013, aud with rare exceptions these 
represented cases recogulzcd as due to 
unavoidable causes. 

Statistics on this subject are collected 
by tbo Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion under the uutloual hours-of-serrlce 
law. Every time u tralu Is so de- 
layed by a blizzard, washout or oth- 
er cause that uuy part of the train 
crew is ou duty longer than sixteeu 
hours the railroad company must re- 
port the occurrence to the commission, 
giving tbe names of tbe l> dividual em 
ployea concerned aud a full statement 
of the cause for tbe exceee service. 

For aeveral years tho railroads and 
th* Interstate Commerce Commission 
have been co-operating In effort* to 
prevent the keeping of employe* on 
duty for long perloda. The reduction 
of nearly SO per cent in such cases 
which hat been brought about In three

RAILWAY MAIL PAY. 

Congrest Directs Interstate Commerce 
Commission to Investigate Subject. 

Washington.— The annual I'oet Of 
bee appropriation bill recently passed 
by Congress coutalus a clause directing 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to lake up for Investigation, report and 
the Qxing of rates tbe system of pay- 
ment to tbe railroads for carr.vluK mail. 
The Commission la authorized lu test 
the relative merits of payment by 
weight and by s|iace. 

Tho railroads have long contended 
thut they were underpaid for this serv- 
ice and that they were lo-lug miliums 
of dollars u year under tbe system of 
payment MOW In effect It was felt 
thut the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, ou account of tbe information 
at Its command regarding a 1 1 phases 
of railroad operatiun, Is lu the bent po- 
sition to determine the merits of th* 
case.
